Tn an attempt to discoumge the 
spearing of lake trout on a com- 
mercial soale In Lake Simeoe, the 
department of game and fJahorlcs 
ha5 issued orders to the dtstHct 
game wardens to 'csue licenses to 
hokioT^ of 1937 pfrmtts only. 

ThoJe licenses will only be Issued 
to rcaidenl flsbermcTi. instcnd Of 
to both r(iikk'nts and non-residents, 
as has been the pmctlce. 

It wa.^ pointed out that the de- 
partment is nifiroly tryinp to build 
up the Lake SJmcoc nrea for gorxl 
[i.^hlnjf ani] in th^H direction the 
aferenientione<L steps arc being 
taken to ili-conragc the spoatlng of 
lake trout from a eomnicrcial 
viewpoint.

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LEST WE FORGET 



Is the Hon. H, H, Stevens chuckling in Ws 
sleeve, or is he weeping for the folly of mankind? 
Are we Iravolling towards another price spreads 
or price-cutting invest igatton, or are we jusl 
laying the foundation for another depression in 
1942? To tis the signs are alarming. We are all 
ready to recognize that our competitive business 
system is cruel and wasteful. It enslaves men 
to do unnecessary, duplicative, work; it starves 
workmen and farmers and breaks the hearts of 
business men. We slick to our system, however, 
because it has served us vrell and we believe it 
capable of so serving us again. We stick to our 
system because competition, expensive as it is, 
usually seems to offer belter service than does 
monopoly. We stick to our system because we 
are not all satisfied that there is something better 
to which we can turn. We stick to our sjstem 
because our best impulses are forever telling us 
to give the culprit another chance. But who 
would have believed, only three years ago at the 
time of the Stevens revelations, that we would 
so soon forget the things we learned during the 
depths of the depression? 

Instalment Bu jia; 

One cause of the breakdown in our economic 
system, the experts told tis. was instalment 
buying, which leads people to mortgage their 
income in such a way that they cannot buy or 
pay for food requirements and the necessities of 
life. Yet a couple of months ago large depart- 
ment stores were urging people to buy Christmas 
presents on credit and to make thar first pay- 
ment in Februan", No argument could justify 
such an appeal. The ouilder who urges a i'oung 
couple to buy a house and to pay lor it out of 
Iheir future Income or the insurance salesman 
who urges a young couple to buy themselves a 
pension is urging them to save, but what is to 
be said for the purchase of gifts on the instalment 
plan? Is it anything hut the encouragement of 
reckless and extravagant living? What is lo be 
said for big business which deplores the piling 
up of public debt while it does its best lo get 
individuals into debt to itself? 

Price-cutting 

Another disturbing circumstance is the price 
war in which Ontario chain stores has-e begun to 
engage. The Financial Post of Jan. 1 said: 
''Efforts to increase sales volume in chain grocery 
stores operating in Ontario have developed into 
a price-cutting war which threatens to reduce 
profits as well as disturbing price levels in the 
trade generally" The Post also said: "As the 
new year opens the price w-ar has spread to a 
wide range of grocery items and has reached 
proportions where profits are said to be seriously 
Ihreatonod for the whole trade." There may he 
a tendency to rejoice and think that the public 
will reap while the grocery chains undercut each 
other, but we cannot think that anyone can really 
benefit from "price-cutling;' thai is, Mlling below 
cost. Goods cannot he sold for less than they 
cost, except for a short period of time. The public 
always pays in the long run. It is well known 
that the margin of profit has been very close on 
groceries for a long time past, so close that the 
return to most of those engaged in the retail 
grocery- trade, as owners or as employees, is 
already loo small We cannot see how a price- 
cutting war can result In anything but injury lo 
bH grocery stores, both chains and independents. 
If a price-cutting war Injures or weakens Ihe 
Independent stores, if it forces down the wages 
jof grocery employees, If it forces down the prices 
received by food producers, the public is the 
loscn 

HurUns Independents / " T ■" 

The forcing Of instalment buying, aa the result 
of competition between department stores,' and 
price-culling, as the resuil of competition between 
chains, are both lo be deplored. Both practices 
hurt the independent merchant and tend to force 
him out of business, but what would a town be 
without ils independent merchants, its great- 
est boostcra, Bupporters and promoters? In- 
dependent merchants, who have families lo 
clothe «nd feed and educate instead of share- 
holders to whom to pass along losses, arc not 
likely lo initiate price wars but they are forced 
to keep pace with the price'cullers until Ihc 
madness has passed away. Their losses during 
the below-cost selling period are the community'^ 
looses. 

Hurling Themselves 

Department stores and chain stores have their 
place, are capable of and perform great services, 
but they are doing the public no good and Ihem- 
selvea no good when they attempt to wreck each 
other and Incidentally injure or destroy indepen- 
dent shopkeepers. If Independent atores ever go, 
there will inevllably arise a demand for public 
ownership of chain and department stores. 



Practically every 
merchant and garage-owner in Ihe town has 
business dealings with tht corporation; and medL- 
business dealings with the corporation; and prac- 
tically all medical men have received payments 
from the municipalities in which they live during 
Ihe depression years. 




WAR AND PACinSM 

When in doubt, follow the gospel. There are 
two viewpoints about defence. The rational 
viewpoint is that to defend yourself you should 
make yourself as slrong as possible, arm yourself 
lo the teeth. The irrational viewpoint, put for- 
ward by Christ, is that you shouldn't defend your- 
self, thai you should win the love and trust of 
your fellow man by loving and trusting him. We 
are not sure that Britain today could adopt this 
plan safelj', but if she had adopted it in 1919 we 
think that she might never have had to turn the 
other cheek. Canada and the United States, 
however, are still in a position to adopt this plan- 
but do they? No, thoy are looking for threats of 
invasion from across the ^eas, and are building up 
Iheir armamenls rapidly. Even for Britain a 
pacifist plan might bring less sorrow. Tlie last 
war demonstrated that the victors suffer almost 
as much as Ihe losers; Britain would suffer more 

as the victor in another European war than she 
would if invaded as a non-resisting pacifist. As 
a militant winner her life and material lo.^scs 
would be greater than as a pacifist loser, although 
as a militant winner she could maintain, at the 
cost of another "Io=t generation;' "'Brilannia rules 
the waves" traditions. 

Others Differ 

Some think as we do. Others, wo arc aware, 
think djfferenlly. In fact, we assume that a 
majority of people differ with us on this poinl, 
or shrewd calculators of public opinion like Mr. 
King and Mr. Roosevelt would not be entering 
upon their present armament spending programs. 
We look at the preparations of Japan across Ihe 
Pacific and at the preparations of Italy and 
Germany across the Atlantic and think that we 
musl be prepared to defend ourselves. Bat are 
we lo suppose that Mn Roosevelt's billion dollar 
annament program Is not being used in those 
overseas countries as an argument for still further 
armaments increases? 

"A Real Defence Program" 

Our own vievii-s are not always satisfying lo us, 
and so we keep on changing them, but on this 
question we do prefer our own viewpoint lo that 
of Ihe Toronto Globe and Mail, as expressed in 
two different editoriab in last Friday's issue- 
"Cannot the bullies be induced lo add Ihe British 
and United Stales defence plans together and sec 
the futility of pursuing trouble further?" And: 
''What we as citizens, as members of the British 
Empire, good neighbors and advocates of peace can 
and should do is endorse without equivocation, the 
efforts of Ihe government "to strengthen our 
defences. We should express dissatisfaction with 
less than a real defence program. We cannot 
afford lo minimize the nccc-^ily when confronted

II only 
remains to follow up the advantages we have 
gained, and build on foundations already laid- 
Reputable firms in more distant points who have 
made inquiries musl be visited and the good 
poinU of Midland put bo/ore Ihem. We cannot 
sell Midland lo outsiders by correspondence. A 
travelling salesman can do more business in a day 
than by all Ihe letters ho can write in a month. 

"From what we can learn the cili/cns of Mid- 
land are well satisfied wilh the results achieved 
by the commission and the commissioner, and are 
ready to stand by with financial support dunns 
193B- The suggestion made by a Kinj* Street mer- 
chant that the Chamber of Commerce and the 
commission hold a meeting of the shareholders 
in the enterprise and tell them of the work done 
during the nine nvonths is one that should be put 
into effect.

The conquest of Canada in 
1763 left the fur trade intact, 
Voyageurs and traders awaited 
only a fresh impulse to renew 
their activities. Under the 
direction of a group of Scotch 
merchants in Montreal, subse- 
quently known as the North West 
Company. Ihe tr^dc soon benan 
to flourish with renewed and 
unprecedented vigor. Hudson 
Bay and New York found them- 
selves again confronted uith a 
rivalry which Ihey had believed 
extinct. The conclusion of the 

American Revolutionary War in 

1783 provided the North West 
Company with a further incen- 
tive to consolidate and extend 
their conquests in ihe west- 

With this object shorter and 
more direct routes were necess- 
ary; and in 1787 Lord Dorchester 
purchased from the Missisaugas 
land on both sides of the com- 
munication between Lake Ontario 
and iLake Huron, then known as 
the Toronto Carrying Place; this 
trait ran from the mou'h of the 
Kumber to the west branch of 
the Holland River and from 
Orillia to Waubashene (the Cold- 
water Road), It was confidently 
expected that this route would 
shorten the distance between 
Montreal and Michilimackinac hy 
^ several hundred miles, A survey 
I was made and a township leirf 
off at Toronto, The Chcy^iFier H<? 
Rocheblave, who hoped lo pnifit 
by the project, was especially 
enlh»45iastic. Enthusiasm, how- 
ever, abated when it became 
knowr that the old pioviri:e cf 
Quebec was likely to be divided 
into Upper and Lower Canada 
and a government established in 
the former which the merchants 
of Montreal would be unable to 
controL 

Six years later Simcoe founded 
his town of York, explored the 
commiinieation and became an 
enthusiastic advocate of a route 
which he believed had military ss 
well as commercial advantages. 
He had high hopes, apparently 
not well founded, of drawing the 
North West trade Ihroufih his 

infant capital. In the autumn of 
1793 he was at the Pine Fort on 
the oast branch of the Holland 
River, intent on explnrinc a little 
kno^n path to the mouth of the 
Don, Losing bLs way, he camped 
on the night of October the Ulh j 
in the rafn in a cedar swamp 
about a mile and a half soulh- 
south-ea^Jt of what is now Ihe vil- 
laec of Holland Landings he was 
following a trail now represented 
by the EHerby Road and the 
cedars are still there. Next 
mominff ho recovered his direc- 
tion and arrived on the 14th at 
the encampment of the Rangers^ 
at York, convinced that the new 
route was the right course for 
his projected road. 

In selecting the Don trail in- 
stead of the Humbor trail Simcoe 
created difficulties for upper 
Yonge St. From a point some- 
what south of the modern town 
of Aurora the new street lay 
outside of the land already pur- 
chased from the Indians, who 
were astute enough to enter an 
immediate protest. Uncertainty 
about the legal tenure of the land 
had something to do with the fact 
that upper Yonge St, remained 
unoccupied till the beginning of 
the century and was available for 
the influx of Quakers from Penn- 
sylvania and Vermont, who be- 
gan to take up land after 1800 
and today form n large part of 
the inhabitanLs of North York. 

It Is with the settlement of 
Upper Yonge St. that the origin 
of the town of Newmarket is 
usually associated but a careful 
study of a document which has 
recently come to light sugflosts 
that the town la In reality on 
off-shoot of the proJccLi of the 
North West Company. 
Elishn Beman arrived in the 
1 province of Upper Canada in 
I7D5 and settled In the village of 
York- He does not seem to have 
been a United Kmpire Loyalist, 
since lie was compelled to tnke 
the oath of allcglnnco. In 1707 
he applied for lands as a settler 
and on the 22nd of Decemhcr 
there Is an entry In the minutes 
of ihc Kxecutlvc Council com- 
niendintf Roman for his enter- 
prise in providing the town with 
i provisions at "seasons when no 
other person attempted ft," an 
Indication that Deman was al 
that time en gaged in business in 
York, As a rewani the council 
ordered Ihnt he he permitted to 
purchase 1,0€0 acres of land from 
the govemmont whenever he 
might apply for the indulgonco; 
ho was also nwnrdcd a town lot 
in York and appoara on 4i map 
of 170B as the owner of n lot on 
the corner of Graves and Haspi- 
tal strcetA (Richmond ond Sim- 
coe). 

Beman had, however, pre- 
sented on Important petition on 
the eth of October, I7D8, which 
was not considered by the coim- 
cll till the lath of April, Mm. In 
HDB the fortunes of upper Yonge 
St, seemed In the ascendant; the 
French Roynllsl rcfucces had 
arrived ond had bei-n located on 
the Ridges, ond the Norih West 
Company had nt great expense 
built a canal at the Sault and 
seemed about to renew tho pro- 
ject of Jlransporlation through 



York- Elisha Beman, like a'good 
business man, had resolved to 
profit by these developments and 
had conceived the plan of a mill 
and hostelry on upper Yonge 
5t. and a ferry on Lake Simcoe. 
Since these plans were all sub- 
sequently carried to maturity, 
the 6th of October 1798 may be 
confidently assigned as the first 
date in the history of the town of 
Newmarket. The folkwing is the 
text of Beman's petition to the 
Executive Council of Upper 
Canada: 

To His Honor, Peter Rus- 
sell Esquire, President 
Administering the Govern- 
ment of Upper Canada, &ca., 
&ca-, &ca. (In Council) — 
The Petition of Elisha Beman 
Humhiy shew eth. — 

That Your Petitioner has 
been a settler in this prov- 
ince for three Years, and has 
duly complied with all the 
regulations established by 
Government. — having taken 
the Oath of Allegiance and 
on all occasions studied to 
eomport himself as a good 
Subject and an honest and 
industrious man. 

That your Petitioner has 
reason to believe that Your 
Honor has it in Consideration 
to promote the Means of 
Communication between the 
Seat of Go\-ernment and 
Lake Superior, through 
Yonge Street,— Lake Simcoe. 
and Matchidache Bay,— and 
in this view would extend 
some reasonable Encourage- 
ment to such person as 
would render himself useful 
and instruments! in forward- 
ifi^ Vnur P'^n'.T's Tntentian^ 
for the public good. 

That Your Petitioner after 
maturely weighing the Ob- 
ject: and his own ability to 
encounter the Expense ard 
difficulties incidental to an 
attempt of this Nature, offers 
himself to undertake the 
following duties which he 
humbly conceives to be con- 
ducive to this End — 

Isl. To settle in the course 
of this Fall on such part of 
the Communication as may 
be deemed expedient, either 
towards the Extremity of the 
land carriage or on the 
Matchidashe river, wilh two 
or more able laboring Men 
in order to clear so much 
land as may be necessary for 
keeping a proper Stock of 
Horses Si cattle and for en- 
abling him to have refresh- 
ments for Travellers S^ Prov- 
ender for their Horses — &ca. 
2Iy, To have & keep at all 
times in good order a ferry 
boat on Holland River, and 
Lake Simcoe — ^tho rate of 
ferriage (o be reasonable; 
and if complained of. to be 
regulated by His Majesty's 
Executive Council.

That in return Your Peti-

Elisha Beman 
On the I3th of April, 170D, the 
Execulive Council meeting in 
York approved Roman's petition 
and ordered that "In considera- 
tion of the pctitloner'a utlUty he 
bo permitted to purchase 1,000 
Acres in addition at six pence per 
Acre ho paying for tho survey of 
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the same- 

That Elisha Beman did not 
immediately avail himself of the 
privileges granted him by the 
Council is evident from entries 
in contemporary documents. He 
seems to have been or to have be- 
come a widower about this time; 
at any rate he remained in York 
till soon after his marriage to 
Esther Sayer,. the widow of 
Christopher Robirison, which 
look place in the autumn of 1802. 
Meantime he appears in the re- 
cords as the proprietor of one of 
the six taverns in York,— possibly 
on the site subsequently occupied 
by Jordan Post's famous inn. — as 
a constable and a commissioner 
for the inspection of measures; he 
had Paul Marion, a frenchman, 
in his employ as a baker. Beman's 
business in York seems to have 
been carried on after his remov- 
al to Y^ilchurch by a clerk 

called Erastus Dean. In 1805 he 
applied for a tavern licence in 
Whitchurch and was refused. 
From lfi06 on he appears, along 
wilh Colonel Graham, as Justice 
of the Peace for Whitchurch. 

But the event which had most 
to do with his subsequent career 
and the fortunes of the town of 
Newmarket was Beman's second 
marriage on the 5th of Septem- 
ber, 1802, to the widow of 
Christopher Robinson, one of the 
most distinguished of the Loyal- 
ists in Upper Canada and one of 
the first to take up land and lo 
erect a house in York, The 
Robinsons of Virginia were des- 
cended from a brother of th:it 
John Robinson. Bishop of Lon- 
don, who negotiated the Treaty 
of Utrecht in 1713 and was lixe j 
last ecclesiastic in England Id, 
discharge such important politt- j 
cal functions. By this alliance | 
Elisha Beman secured influcn'-e} 
with tho Family Compact and a.^ij 
the step-father of the Hon. Peter 
Robinson, the Hon. William B. 
Robinson and Chief Justice Sir 
John Beverley Robinson deserves 
a consideration which his com- 
paratively humble position would 
not otherwise receive. In 1303, 
Beman. wilh the encouragement; 
and assistance of tho Rev. Georce' 
Okill Stuart, first rector of York, 
sent his step-son. John Beverly 
Robinson, then a boy of 12. to 
Cornwall to attend the school 
conducted in that place by the 
Hev. John Strachan. an event 
which is almost an epoch in the 
history of Upper Cnnada and the 
Family Compact. It is probable 
that it was in the spring of 1303. 
the year after his marriage, th.it 
Beman removed to Whitchurch. 

That the accounts of the oriinn 
of Newmarket t'ivcn by Dr. 
Scadding in hrs ^'Toronto of Old" 
ond by Dr. Canniff Jn the "York 
County Atlas*' are both inaccur- 
ate is .ipparenl from .in eyamin- 
ation of contemporary record*; 
nijw avoihible. From dncumenls 
in tho Registry Office and in Ihe 
Ontario Archives a more reliable 
description of what actually look 
place is now possible. An unpttb- 
lished manuscript history of 
Newmarket in Iho possession of 
Mn Edgar Dogart contains state- 
ments which seem to be authenti- 
catetl by these records. Accord- 
ing to this history it was Joseph 
Hill who built the first mill. 
house and store in Newmarket: 
Ihe mill was erected in IBOl and 
the first bushel of grain was 
ground in the week before 
ChrLslmas of that year. 

From various documonU In 
Newmarket and Toronto it is 

olain that Hill did not own tho 
land upon which these buildings 
were erected. Lot 93, on which 
the original settlement at New- 
market began, came into the 
possession of Joseph McMurtrie. 
a mason in York, on the 21st of 
April, 1800; it was patented lo 
him by the crown on the 17th of 
May» 1S02, and sold to Timothy 
Rogers on the 3rd of July, IB02: 
on Ihe 30th of January. 1804, 
Timothy Rogers conveyed the 
property by n dewt-poll to 
Joseph Hill, and on the 30tli of 
October of the same year Jo.-ieph 
Hill sold the north half of tho 
lot to Elisha Beman. wlm bocanie 
by this U-ansfor the legal owner 
of the mill. There is a document 
extant In the Archives relating 
to this transaction in which Hill 
reserved the rigid to Ihe use of 
some of tho water ]30wer gcncr- 
nte<l by the dam on the east .*iide 
of the stream: hi> alludrs to the 
mill as "the mill now occupied 
by me." There is no gootl reai^orj 
to doubt the date »jiven by Mr. 
Bogarl'.'t manuscript, .since Hill 
on a sub.icqueni occasion erevHil 
another mill on u property n'»t 
yet acquired by hin>. It may be 
conjccturn] that in Ihe t'tmi 
instance he was employed by 
neninn, who may have supplicil 
tho capital for the enterpri.'ic. 

The various transfers which 
look place in the early ownership 
of lot No. 02 have a bearing upon 
this suggestion. I^t No, 02 was 
ncquirefl on liic same dale ns Lot 
No, 03 by Simon McMerlrie 
pnlenlot! lo him on the 17th of 
May, lfl02, and .sold to Jnmes 
McMerlrie on tho 20(hof Seplem- 
hor of Iho snmo year; wcxi *lay» 
the 21sl of Seplombcr, )S03. hot 
No. 02 was transferred by jale 
to Elisha Beninn who sold Ine 
whole of this lot In Joseph Hill 
on t))o I3th of Oclobcr. 1804. It Is 
difficult nt ihis dale to immvet 
tho aignlficaneo of these trans- 
actions, but It Is clear that in 
(he autumn of 1804, Beman wm 
in possession of the north half 
of Lot 03 on which the mill atDnd 
and that Hill, tlie builder of the 



mil), was in possession of tho| 
south half of Lot 93 and thei 
whole of Lot 92. Neither of *he 
McMectries seems to have settled 
on Yonge St.; James McMertrie 
appears as a fairly prosperous 
citizen oE York. Lots 92 and £3 
were specially valuable as mill* 
sites and if it is permitted to 
conjecture, they may have been 
acquired by the McMertries on 
the understanding that they were 
to be transferred at the right 
time to Elisha Beman; and that 
Hill was employed by Beman, 
events become clearer; this con- 
jecture does not ho*vever explain 
how and w^hy Timothy Rogers, 
who was himself a millwright, 
came temporarily into the trans- 
action. 

In the course of the transfers 
recorded above Hilt gave mort- 
gages to Quetton St. George and 
was forced to dispose of property 
in 1812 tt; Peler Robinson. Eagle 
St. remains as a permanent re- 
cord of the transfers of 1B04: it 
is the dividing line between the ! 
properties of Beman and Hill as I 
held in that year; the Eagle St. 
cemetery was probably at first ! 
the private burying- ground of 
the Bemans. 

Peter Robinson, the eldest of 

the three sons of Christopher 

Robinson, was about 20 years of 
age when his step-father. Elisha 
Beman, removed to Whitchurch. 
He had already begun to take his 
place in the world. In 180O al 
the age of 15 Peter had been 
appointed Clerk of the Court of 
Requests in York, and by 1812 he 
had accumulated sufficient capi- 
tal to purchase the property of 
Joseph Hill at a sherifrs sale. 
From this time he was actively 
interested in Newmarket; in 1B37 
he sold the mill to Joseph Cotter 
for the sum of S16.Q0O. 

It is not difficult to tra-e Ihe' 
activities of 'he three Robinsons 
f^iirfie 111" first decades Of the 
century; the war of 1312 found 
.ill of them engaged in the defence 
of tlieir country; and for many 
years the neighborhood of New- 
market was their hc^dfiu^rlcrs. 
At the conclusinn of the war 
there was a renewal of the hope 
that the North West C'^mpany 
would employ' the Yonee St. 
rnute. .nnd Peler Robinson flung 
himself with energy into Ihe 
development of the locality. 
Finding Newmarket n liMIc re- 
mote from the summer encamp- 
ment of the Indians on the Hol- 
land river, he became tho foun- 
der, builder and owner of the 
village of Holland Landing, 
which dates from this period. 

It was in IBM that Peter 
Robinson began to acquire land 
on Yonge St. at the point where 
today the road diverges to des- 
cend the steep hill above the vil- 
lage. He secured in whc'e or in 
part I-ots 103, 104. 105 and lOn 
on the wc.st side of tiio street and 
lots 1Q6, 107, 108 and 101 on th'? 
east side. About tlio year ir>21 
Robinpii^n, still Ihc nwnei' of the 
mill in Newmarket, built the 
Red Mill at the Landing, which 
ground the flour for all Ih-* firrl 
settlers in Simcoe county. He 
erected al.so iit the same >laco a 
commodious tavern, which he 
leased to Francis Phelps who 
became the host of numerous 
travellers. The village of Holland 
Landing <lates from Ibis perio<l 
and was laid out by Robinson on 
lot 107- 



There is extant in the Archives 
in Toronto an mteresling des- 
cription of the proposed town of 
Gwjllimbury as projected by 
Simcoe. This village or town 
never had any existence e.\cept 
upon paper- A second siTrvey 
was ordered in 1810. In 13U the 
North West Company applied for 
land al the Landing, at Kemtcn- 
felt and at Penetanguisheite. and 
it was confidenlly expected that 
the original plans for the Yonge 
SL communication were about lo 
be carried out. There is a valu- 
able map of the second town 
with the names of those who 
applied for location?. Like its 
predecessor, this project did not 
materialize and w^hen Robinson's 
town (called also Beveriey or St. 
Alban's) was built, it was the 
mill-site which induced him to 
build further south. 

Before tho war of 1812 the 
valuable fur trade which centred 
in Newmarket was no doubt in 
the hands of Beman and the 
Robinsons. In August 1BI6. 
Elisha Beman sold to Andrew 
Borland and others five acres at 
Newmarket and so began the 
career of Borland and Roe and a 
second epoch in the history of 
Ihe town. 

The hope that Ihe North West 

trade would be drawn through 
Mntchedash nod York was extin- 
guished in 1B21 by Ihe fusion of 
the Montreal company with their 
old rivals in Hudson Bay and the 
prosperity of North York hence- 
forward had to be based upon 
more permanent expectations. 
Elisha Beman's newly discovered 
petition of 1793 reveals him as 
the heir of the original project, 
while the energy with which the 
Hon. John Bever|py Robinson in 
1818 came to the defence of the 
North West Company in their 
life and death struggle with Lord 
Selkirk and the Hudson's Bay 
Company is an indication of the 
vitality of expectations which 
were not t'> be realised. It is Ibis 
visionary hut not imp'';v^* lira bio 
project of a short route to the 
upper lakes whi:;i links i^ircther 
the Chevoiier Philioni dc Hoche- 
bKive^ the North Western, Gover- 
nor Simcoe, York. Yonge St., 
Beman and the Robinsons, New- 
market and Holland Landing. 

That Newmarket grow slowly 
is shown by the remarks of a 
visitor in 1829: "Newmarket is a 
post town, consisting of about 14 
houses, three of which are 
stores. It boasts a comfortable 
inn. a Dr.'s shop, a blacksmith, a 
batter and a stiocmaker, with a 
mill near at hand and a small 
mceling-house of some descrip- 
tion." 
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DEATH TAKES 3 
IN KINO DISTRICT 



Mr. George Feri:u.=on died at 
his homo En Kinn City on Satur- 
day morning in bis 83rd year. 
He was a native son of Eversley. 
a son of the late John FergHSon. 
who lived on the mill pojul 
farm and SJiwed loys for the 
coimtry around. George hve(l on 
bis farm on the fourth, which 
now belongs to the Eaton block. 
He married Annie FJomhig of 
Bceton. Later George sold his 



farm and had lived for several 
years in King Cily, owning the 
fine Wilkie house north of the 
railway. 

Ho had two daughters, Ada, 
Wrs. Thomas Lawson, who died 
some years ago. and Elhel» Mrs. 
George Rumble. There aro four 
grandchildren and one great 
grandson. Beverley Neill. He 
was of Scotch-Irish decent, a 
Presbyterian and in politics a 
Liberal. 

The funeral was held on Mon- 
day afternoon. Interment was 
in King City cemetery. Two 
brothers, Hugh and Alex, sur- 
vive, out of a family of ten 

brothers and sisters. 

Mrs. George Patlon of Laskay, 
died last Tuesday, after a long 
illness, in her 73th year. Her 
husband, George Patlon, well- 
known throughout King as a 
drover and butcher, predeceased 
her some months ago. The 
funeral was held from the United 
church, Laskay, on Friday after- 
noon with Rev. Douglas Davi^ 
the pastor officiating. The church 
w*as filled with friends of the 
deceased, and the floral offerings 
were beautiful and profuse. In- 
terment was in King City ceme- 
tery. 

On the fame day. Tuesday. Jan. 
4, Robert Burns of Kinghorn 
died, aged 81 years. He had 
lived on the Burns' farm all bis 
life ond owned part of it. He 
was a tjuiet man. belonyin;; to 
Strange Presbyterian church, '*''d 
working away quietly on the 
farm. Interment was in Auroro 
cemclcr>' on Thursday.

During tho first four months 
of 1D38, both railways are grant- 
ing special free rates of 50 cents 
per cwL on hny purchased for 
relief purposes shipped from nny 
Ontario station cost of Fort 
William to nny point in Snaknt- 
chewon, the minimum load bning 
34,000 lbs. shipped In the stan- 
dard 36 foot car. 

Ordinarily, considerable* hny 
would have been purchftaed in 
Ihe states of Mlnncstoa and Mon-
